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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendments 

1. Receipt of applicant's amendment filed on February 25, 2005 is acknowledged. The 
Examiner has accepted applicant's amendments of the drawings and the claims. Applicant has 
cancelled claims 1-65 and 74-81. Claims 66-73 are pending in the application. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on February 25, 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. 
Patent 6,690,467 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 66-73 are allowable. 

4. Claim 66 is allowable because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a system for collecting fluorescent light emitted from a biological 
sample comprising, a plurality of sample holders positioned at an object plane of an aspherical 
optical element, wherein the object plane is within the radius of curvature of said aspherical 
optical element and the curved surface of said aspherical optical element pointed away from the 
plurality of sample holders, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 66. 

5. Claims 67-73 are allowable because they are dependent on independent claim 66 or an 
intermediate claim, and they include all the allowable limitations of the parent claim.
